Former D. A. Answers 
Mead Letter 


February 3, 1958

Dear Mr. LaFrance: 
I wish to reply to your re-broad- 
cast of Commissioner Mead’s letter 
on Sunday, February 2, pertaining 
to the District Attorney’s office. 
At the outset, let me say that no 
thinking citizen can object when an 
elected official desires to make im ­ 
provements whether it be in account­ 
ing 
p r a c t i c e s , 
procedures or 
changes for better efficiency. That 
is one of the very reasons why 
people are elected to office, and all 
office-holders 
have made 
s u c h 
changes without fanfare, self-glor­ 
ification or hope of getting credit. 


In your re-broadcast last Sunday, 
you emphasized certain statements 
and allegations in Mr. Mead’s let­ 
ter, yet you did not once comment 
on the fact that all of these state­ 
ments had already been answered 
by the Warren County Court, speci­ 
fically relating to the expenses of 
the District Attorney. I am sure you 
have knowledge of these opinions 
and what they contain. 


In one of these opinions Judge 
Flick said: 
There is an implication that the 
nature and amount of the various 
items of expense of the District 
Attorney's office were not known to 
the County Commissioners. This is 
not the fact for the District Attorney 
filed quarterly accounts with the 
Comrriissioners 
showing how a l l 
County Monies, advances to him by 
the Commissioners, were expended. 
Every item of expense was by check 
and voucher, which accompanied his 
quarterly account, and every detail 
was known to the County Com m is­ 
sioners, or could have and should 
have been known to them, for the 
accounts were in their hands. If 
any individual item for which funds 
were expended should prove unlaw­ 
ful, it is the County Commissioners 
who could be surcharged.”

During a period of a year and a 
half, from January, 1956 to July, 
1957, Mr. Mead and the Com m is­ 
sioners knew that Linder and Allen 
were doing investigations for my 
office and were being paid for it, 
and the Commissioners fully a c­ 
quiesced in the arrangement and 
approved the expense accounts.Not­ 
withstanding this approval, and the 
court opinion since, Mr. Mead now 
says this was unlawful. 
If M r. Mead wishes to disagree 
with the Court, that is his business, 
he had the right to appeal, but until 
the Court Opinion is changed, it 
stands as the law of the land. At 
some time or other the opinion of 
a duly constituted tribunal must be 
accepted as final. 
Mr. Mead makes the statement 
the expenses of the office of D is­ 
trict Attorney are too high in W ar­ 
ren County. Lets look at the fig­ 
ures. 
The amount spent for investiga­ 
tions in 
1956 was $2891.00, 
as 
shown on the audit. This was for 
time spent on an hourly basis paid 
to Linder and Allen. In the same 
year the County received $4060.00

in fines and bail forfeitures. Again, 
permit me to quote from the opin­ 
ion of Judge Flick: 
“ Since January 20, 1954, the tax­ 
payers of Warren County have been 
required to pay for only 2 criminal 
jury trials, while there have been 
248 Pleas of Guilty entered and 
criminals thus convicted have paid 
$17,881 to the County in fines and 
c o sts.” 
These words are the Judges’, not 
mine, and his opinion and county 
audit are on file in the Court House 
and open to anybody who cares to 
look. 
Here let me say that there is 
no short-cut to the cost of crime 
detection. The District Attorney is 
an officer elected by the people to 
enforce the criminal laws, and it 
is his sworn duty to do so in his 
County, whether the cost by $3000, 
$5000 or $10,000. lf the Com m is­ 
sioners could control the purse 
strings, they could tie the hands 
of the District Attorney in the en­ 
forcement of law, and crime could 
become rampant. It is 
for this 
reason, no doubt, that the legis­ 
lature wisely made the District 
Attorney’s 
expenses 
accountable 
only to the Court. 
Notwithstanding the opinion of the 
Court who has already ruled on 
these matters, Mr. Mead stated the 
manner or plan was illegal. He fur­ 
ther states that hiring the same two 
individuals to do the same work at 
a salary of $3000, and calling them 
County Detectives, now makes it 
legal. This, of course, remains to 
be seen. The point is, however, that 
expenditures already made while I 
was in office, has been passed on 
and approved by the Court, and the 
Court is the one that decides what 
is legal 
and what is not legal. 
' Finally, there is one othermatter 
brought out in Mr. Mead s letter 
which deserves mention in justice 
to everyone. Mr. Mead states: 
“ Food was being taken from the 
tables of the county’s poor and 
indigent to the tables of more than 
a 
few county politicians and has 
been done for years. When the 
Commissioners found out that food 
was in fact being taken, a fast halt 
was put to that practice.” 
This is a very grave charge. I 
can only say that if Mr. Mead knows 


this for a fact, then he has been 
rem iss in his duty for not bringing 
it to the attention of the proper au­ 
thorities for prosecution. It is his 
duty as a public official to notify 
the proper officer if he knows a 
crime has been committed, rather 
than make accusations through the 
press and radio and cast aspersions 
on innocent people who may behold­ 
ing office, if he does not intend to 
back it up.

Hospital Plans To 
Broaden Cancer Program 


The cancer program at W arren 
General Hospital has taken on add­ 
ed significance since the visit from 
Dr. HaroldR.Hennessy of the A m er­ 
ican College of Surgeons on January 
24. At that time, Dr. Hennessy dis­ 
cussed the position of the American 
College of Surgeons in regard to 
cancer and his presentation was well 
received by members oftheMedical 
Staff and Board of D irectors. 
It was pointed out by Dr. Hennessy 
that the program is mostly one of 
education of the public to the im ­ 
portance of early cancer detection 
and treatment by the family physi­ 
cian. The follow-up of patients by 
the family physician is paramount 
and the results are recorded in the 
Tumor Registry at the hospital. 
These statistics are gathered for 
all different types of tumors and 
various longevity tables, graphs, 
and other statistical data can be 
compiled. In hospitals where such 
data have been collected for a num­ 
ber of years, 'the change has been 
dramatic. With early detection and 
treatment, patients do have a better 
chance of the tumor being arrested 
and cured. 
Another phase of the cancer pro­ 
gram is the establishment of a Tu­ 
mor Board, which will help in the 
evaluation of patients who have been 
afflicted with this disease. By such 
evaluation, it is hoped that the 
patient will benefit. It must be re ­ 
membered, however, that the family 
physician is the key to the success 
of this program , since the patient 
is under his care and supervision 
and he has continuous contact with 
the patient. 
Plans are now under way to im ­ 
plement this broadened program at 
W arren General Hospital and it is 
hoped that the cancer program can 
become accredited within the next 
18 months. The program must be in 
operation for at least one year be­ 
fore a survey can be made by the 
American College of Surgeons.

Of course 
it is the seating that has been the

normal growth that will result from 
nothing more than the rate of births 
exceeding that of the rate of deaths. 
With Beaty auditorium already ob­ 
viously far short of what is re ­ 
quired for many public events, it 
seems a complete waste of money 
to have anything less than 1200 
seat:-, and many of us believe that 
it would be a much wiser move if 
arrangements were made to have 
1500 seats, either as a part of the 
auditorium or augmenting it in some 


way. 
We have written that Beaty audi­ 
torium already has proved inade­ 
quate and we w ill not have to look 
very tar to substantiate that state­ 
ment.

Anyone who reads our accounts of 
the school board meetings will have 
noted that school officials were con­ 
fronted with the problem of deciding 
what to do with the overcrowding of 
Beaty auditorium. It was decided 
that this fire hazard should not be 
risked and instead of asking more 
money for nights when chairs must 
be 
installed 
to 
seat a few’ more 
people, the attendance will be limited 
to the actual seating of the auditor­ 
ium. If this actually is a problem that 
already faces our school board it is 
inane to say that we do not need 
more seats 


However, whether we have 1000 
seats, 1200 seats, or 1500 seats, it 
would be a waste of money to place 
them within a room that would not 
provide the best of reception for 
those who pay their money to attend 
the various events that would be 
held there. Beaty auditorium has 
not the best of acoustics. In fact 
w’e are told by those who have ear 
for music, and those who prepare 
programs 
to 
be 
heard in Beaty 
auditorium, that it offers serious 
problems 
and that the musicians 
are confronted with sound effects 
that do them no justice. 


There also is no rehearsal room 
at Beaty, and there is no storage 
room for public groups who would 
utilize such an auditorium if it had 
the facilities to make it truly ef­ 
ficient. Such an auditorium should 
have small rooms nearby that could 
be used for 
such 
groups 
as 
the

It is not what you 
see from the outside but it is what! 
is seen and used from the inside 
that counts when the actual use of 
your building comes about. 


We remember one architect who 
visited W arren at the time it was 
studying changes for its hospital. 
He said that W arren could have a 
brand new hospital with more beds 
and more rooms for the same amount 
of money. He explained himself by 
saying that 
a simplified building, 
well built, but not designed for the 
esthetic 
attraction of 
those who 
drive by, would leave much money to 
be placed in those parts of the hos- 
Dital which would be far more im ­ 
portant to that member of our society 
for whom such a place is built - the 
patient. He suggested that we look at 
a hospital not as seen by the tourist, 
but as seen by the eyes on the pillow. 


The same certainly applies to any 
public facility, unless you are build­ 
ing a monument or a statue,or some 
memorial figure that has no actual 
and practical use. We are far more 
interested in what is going inside 
of that high school than we are in 
how it will look from the outside. 
If there are any corners cut in the 
money spent we suggest they be done 
at the expense of fancy trim and not 
at the cost of education and full 


public use. 
Which gets us right back to our 
main thought, the acoustics, which 
would somehow seem about as im ­ 
portant when you are planning an 
'auditorium as the seats. If the music 
and the programs are ruined by poor 
acoustics the number of seats will 
not guarantee the use of an auditor­ 


ium. 
It therefore might be to our ad­ 
vantage to have some of our citizens 
who are informed in this area ap-

1957 ENFORCEMENT RECORD 
Prosecutions and penalties forj 
Game Law violations in Pennsyl­ 
vania during the year 1957 exceed­ 
ed those of 1956, as shown by a 
tabulation prepared by the Game 
Commission’s Division of Law En­ 
forcement. 
During 1957 Game 
Protectors 
made 4,417 prosecutions. Cash pen­ 
alties collected from these offenders 
and placed in the Game Fund aggre­ 
gated $ 159,006. In 1956theCommis- 
sion’s field officers made 3,424 
prosecutions, as the result of which 
$120,604 was deposited for wildlife 
management in Pennsylvania. The 
difference, then, was 993 more pros­ 
ecutions and $38,402 more in fines 
in 1957 over 1956.

SNOWSHOE RABBIT 
INFORMATION 
The snowshoe rabbit kill in Penn­ 
sylvania during the December 28 
January 4 season dropped below that 
of the previous season, according to 
a prelim inary survey. The final field 
estimate is not yet available, but 
certain facts are apparent. 
As with other wild animals the 
population of this woodland crea­ 
ture, properly called varying hare, 
is comparatively high when natural 
food and cover are sufficient for 
their needs, lower as the supply of 
these necessities diminishes. 
In recent years a maturing forest 
shaded out the low-growing plants 
so necessary to the well being of 
the snowshoe rabbit, thus restric t­ 
ing the anim al's numbers. But an­ 
other determining factor, o v e r ­ 
browsing by deer in the “ white rab­ 
bit’s” range in mountainous north­ 
ern Pennsylvania, contributed much 
toward the reduction of the snowshoe 
rabbit population, in the view of wild­ 
life authorities. 
Since many of the trees have grown 
to merchantable size increased tim ­ 
ber cutting by industry, the agencies 
administering Commonwealth prop­ 
erties and private landowners raised 
hopes 
that the snowshoes, 
and 
grouse, too, would benefit in the tim ­ 
bered-off areas. But immediately 
following lumbering or pulpwood op­ 
erations hungry deer took over, nip­ 
ping off new seedlings and sprouts 
as rapidly as they appeared. The 
new, low-growing plants and other 
small vegetation seldom had an op­ 
portunity to progress enough to 
benefit the varying hare and the 
grouse. 
Another situation that cannot be 
helping the snowshoe rabbit situation 
or other game animals has been 
brought about by the irresponsible 
actions of many hunters, say field 
men of the Game Commission.They 
report that at the end of each snow­ 
shoe rabbit season many mongrel 
dogs, taken to the hunting site in the 
hope they might chase the long- 
circling hare, are abandoned when 
the hunters leave for home.This in-

Though deer and squirrels also 
benefit somewhat from this feeding 
effort the project is carried out 
mainly in the interest of wild tur- 
ceys—just in case the birds en­ 
counter a lengthy period during 
which little sustenance is available. 
The recent ice crusting of foot- 
deep snow in many of the northern 
counties has increased the concern 
for wild creatures that find it diffi­ 
cult to reach the ground for natural 
foods, lf the present ice condition 
disappears reasonably soon and the 
remainder of this winter is no m ore 
severe than other recent ones, the 
state’s wildlife people believe for­ 
est game will come through quite 
well, despite the shortage of some 
natural foods in a number of areas 
in the Commonwealth.

c a u s e d 
considerable trouble for some wild 
Canada geese at Pymatuning. These 
were full-winged birds we reared 
from goslings during 1957. 
“ The geese were wearing plastic 
U. S. FishAndW ildlifeServiceneck- 
bands which had posed no previous 
problem. But on December 12 ice 
formed on the neckband stream ers. 
They picked up snow which formed 


into balls and immediately froze 
and became ice. The geese became 
burdened with this ballast, ranging 
in size from a grapefruit to as large 
as a football. In some cases the balls 
froze down to the lake ice, anchoring 
the fowl. Burdened geese that reach­ 
ed open water actually had trouble 
keeping from drowning. We discov­ 
ered the birds’ sorry plight and went 
to their rescue.”

Observations

THE WORST D RIVERS 
The Reflector, an insurance trade 
magazine, reprints an editorial from 
the Lakeville, Conn., Journal which 
gives the young men on the road a 
hard time. It reveals that the boys 
from 16 to 25 are the nation’s worst 
drivers. Proof of which is that in­ 
surance rates for them have gone 
up as much as 50 per centi 
Their skill with the wheel is 
not doubted, but their judgment is. 
They do not know how to drive a 
car sensibly on the highway where 
lives other than their own are in 
danger. Insurance records reveal 
that they cause more accidents than 
any other age group. 
It suggests that other young people 
clamp down on the few who drive 
recklessly. It says, “ You wouldn’t 
et this guy hit you over the head 
with a hammer; why let him drive 
you into a post? 
You wouldn’t 
let him steal fifty bucks out of 
your pocket. Yet he’s already done 
that this year.” 
The girls in this age group are 
better drivers 
than the boys, at 
[east on a safety basis, and that 
is what counts with those whose 
ives are in danger, and it is what 
counts with the insurance com­ 
panies. The rates for the girls 
lave gone down while those for the 
x>ys have gone up. 
When skill is used to kill others 
it has no value. The best shot in 
the world should not be allowed a 
gun if he insists on pointing it at 
others. The best driver in the world 
no longer rates that title if he risks 
the lives of those with him and of 
those passing in other cars by 
careless law violations. 
We suggest that the law do what 
the boys won’t do for themselves. 
Why 
not 
make 
the regulations 
little more firm for this age 
group. Lower the amount of damage 
which determines whether an acci­ 
dent should be reported. Any boy 
between 16 and 25 who is involved 
in an accident of any kind for which 
he obviously is responsible, even 
though it involves his car only, 


should be denied his right to drive 
for a long period. 
This might take the more care­ 
less ones off the highway. Disci­ 
pline is about the only way you can 
counteract the lack of judgment in 
young people. Judgment comes with 
age for many. It never comes for 
some. 
You can call them “ chumps” as 
does this insurance journal article, 
and maybe you can dream up other 
names, but if you are going to let 
them drive at all there will be many 
of them who will drive carelessly 
and unthinkingly. Discipline moves 
them to think where name-calling 
simply amuses or angers.

NO PLAYGROUND 
There are some parents to blame 
also. One of the most guilty is the 
driver who will let his car be 
playground for the small fry. Stand­ 
ing on seats, climbing over them, 
leaning out windows, roughhousing, 
playing with door handles, sitting on 
the driver’s lap, tossing objects out 
the window, grabbing car controls, 
and similar dangerous perform­ 
ances should not be tolerated. If 
parents cannot discipline their chil­ 
dren to avoid such antics, it is not 
surprising if the same young people 
are lacking in judgment and disci­ 
pline when they later get hold of 
the wheel. 
And, if words fail, don’t adminis­ 
ter discipline while driving. Stop 
the 
car 
before cleaning up the 
trouble, or applying a hand where 
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it is best suited. 
If you think this is our idea, con­ 
tact the AAA. 
It is concerned 
about the serious accidents that 
result from such exhibitions on the 
part of both the youngsters and 
their parents. 
A youngster who will not behave 
does not belong in a car, either at 
the age of wild romping or when he 
can legally get behind the wheel. 
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UNIMPRESSED 
The obvious intent of the W arren 


T i m e s -M irror to drive a wedge be­ 
tween two of W arren County’s com­ 
m issioners, Blain Mead and Lewis 
Crippen, apparently has not found 
rich groundinm anyareas.Them an- 
uever of the daily became most ob­ 
vious last week when it did exactly 
as many expected, by printing the 
letter of Com m issioner Mead, but 
excoriating it with black-faced, ital­ 
ic editorial notes, much as a politi­ 
cal paper will do when it Is printing 
the speech of the opposition and at­ 
tempting to kill the trend of thought 
with comments of its own. 
But su c h politics can backfire many 
times, as we suspect this did in the 
minds of m a n y voters within the area 
of W arren county. We are in receipt 
of one letter which certainly drives 
that belief home. 


GOD BLESS BLAIN MEAD 
So reads the opening of the letter 
to which we referred. Addressed to 
the editor of the W arren Observer, 
W arren, Pennsylvania, it starts off 
with Dear Sir and then says, God 
Bless Blain Meadl Then goes on to 
say, 
"We hear tell up here that some 
of W arren folks want Blain Mead to 
run against Dr. Chapman for the 
Senate down at H arrisburg. We hope 
ie does. We always have voted for 
Dr. Chapman. But we should get 
some of the younger men down there 
at the capitol. Much as we would 
ike to keep a good man with the 
guts to stand up on his two feet here* 
in the county, I hope he runs. If he 
does run, at least me and my wife 
will vote for him.*14! 
This letter is a little m o r e 
astounding than it may seem at first 
observation. You must remember 
that Dr. Chapman is probably one of 
the most popular men ever to rep­ 
resent W arren of W arren county in 
a public office. To have supporters 
of his so upset as to suggest that 
hey will vote for an independent 
thinker, much must happen to reach 
the thinking of those involved. 
Blain Mead obviously jarred a 
great many people with his letter 
of last week. And previous to that 
the daily had also done a bit of ja r­ 
ring with its slanted reporting of 
what was going on within the county 
court house. 
You can not continually fool the 
public, and the alleged, independent 
x)licy of the W arren daily is a myth 
that exists in the mind of no one ex­ 
cept he who dream s of being able 
to place it there. This independent 
iDolicy certainly would redden the 
face of a fine old gentleman who 
once stood against the many in this 
community as a champion of the 
minority. He founded the paper which 
now apparently abhors the thought of 
the single Democrat member of the 
commissioner office having a voice 
in county government. 
In our office sits the desk of S. E. 
Walker. It was given to us many 
years ago and we have had it re ­ 
finished to fit the styling of our 
modem building. 
But the desk even with its new 
glass top and its polished wood still 
means more to us than a piece of 
well-finished furniture. We wonder 
if its seasoned tim bers do not con­

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OUR INCOME TAX SIEVE: 
Billions Of Tax Dollars Leak Through Legal Gaps

Editors Note: Because of legal 
loopholes the Federal Income Tax 
system is a chaotic m ess. 
The Revenue Code has become 
so com plicated and illogical that 
only a handful of tax law yers know 
what it m eans. C ongress has rid­ 
dled the tax laws with exem ptions, 
exceptions and special benefits that 
are unfair to die vast m ajority of 
taxpayers. The result is that two 
out of three dollars earned in A m er­ 
ica are escaping federal taxation! 
How this has happened and what 
can be done to correct it has been 
exem plified in Scripps-How ardStaff 
W riter Jack S teele’s hard-hitting 
series * 'OUR INCOME TAX SIEVE 
His a rtic les—the first appears in 
this issue of th ew arren O bserver— 
reveal the shocking extent to which 
tax-dodgers operate, 
leaving Joe 
Taxpayer to make up the difference. 


WASHINGTON. - - A Pennsylvania 
dairy owner and his wife went on a 
safari to A frica. 
Their lion hunt, with stopovers in 
London and Rome, took five months 
and cost $16,818. They charged it 
all to the dairy as a business ex­ 
pense. 
Their reason: They took film s on 
the trip which later w ere shown to 
custom ers to help advertise their 
milk. 
The Internal Revenue S ervice d is­ 
allowed the deduction and slapped 
them with a $7,305 tax b ill. But the 
couple appealed to the U . S. Tax 
Court and won. 
The court ruled that the safari 
was an “ ordinary and n ecessary 
business expense which had given 
the dairy “ good advertising at low 
cost” and was tax deducts 
2. 
So other taxpayers .< 
to pay 
nearly half of the cost o. 
e m ilk­ 
man’s lion hunt — by m ak.ng up the 
taxes he avoided. 
Other taxpayers also had to make 
up several hundred thousand dollars 
in taxes avoided by a popular TV 
cc nedian. 
The comedian form ed a company 
to produce his show — with him self 
as the m ajor stockholder — and then 
sold it to a TV network for m ore 
than $2 m illion. The Tax Court 
ruled he only had to pay a 25 p er­ 
cent capital gains tax. If the net­ 
work had paid him directly, his tax 
at ordinary rates would have run 
close to 90 percent. 
The sam e was true with a famous 
movie producer who got a big cash 
settlement from his studio when he 
retired. The RevenueCode said such 
payments should be taxed as ordin- 
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ary incom e. But C ongress passed a 
special bill so the producer could 
report his as a capital gain — at a 
tax 
saving of nearly $2 m illion. 
_ater in this ser ie s these two H ol­ 
lywood ca ses will be discussed in 
greater detail and the persons iden­ 
tified. 
The lion-hunting milkman, the TV 
comedian and the m ovie magnate all 
avoided part of their incom e taxes. 
What each one did was perfectly 
legal. 
T heir ca se s are only three out of 
many thousands which might be cited 
to illustrate how taxpayers can use 
gim m icks and loopholes in the tax 
laws to 
cut their income taxes. 
They also indicate how: 
--O ur Federal incom e tax system 
has becom e a chaotic m ess. 
--C o n g ress had riddled the tax 
laws 
with exceptions, exem ptions 
and special benefits which are un­ 
fair to m illion s of other taxpayers. 
—T hese preferences have “ erod­ 
ed” the tax base so that many b il­ 
lions of dollars of incom e com pletely 
escape taxation each year. 
--T h ey also have made the R ev­ 
enue Code so com plicated and illo g i­ 
cal that only a handful of tax law yers 
know what it m eans. 
—T hese legal tax-avoidance de­ 
v ices — along with the high tax 
rates they help m ake n ecessary - - 
are causing a steady increase in 
tax dodging, cheating and evasion. 
—And w orst 
of all, they have 
blocked tax rate cuts which would 
benefit all taxpayers equally. 
Such criticism s of the incom e tax 
system are being voiced today by an 
im p ressive array of tax experts. 
They include law school p rofessors, 
econom ists and form er T reasury of­ 
ficials who m ay be the only A m er­ 
icans left who can understand our 
tax laws and judge them im partially. 
But their voices are being drown­ 
ed by the c r ie s of individuals and 
groups 
seeking m ore special tax 
benefits for them selves. 
And not all tax sp ecialists agree 
with them . Som e contend the U. S. 
incom e tax, despite its defects, is 
still the fairest in the world. And 
they d ism iss proposals to change it 
as “ im practical dream s.” 
N ev erth eless, p ressu re for basic 
tax reform is growing. To find out 
why, I have -Dent many weeks study­ 
ing the tax law s and interviewing 
scores of tax authorities. 
On the b asis of this inuiry, these 
enum erated conclusions seem in­ 
escapable: 
I. OUR INCOME TAX LAWS ARE 
GROSSLY UNFAIR: 
The keystone for a fair incom e 
tax system is that taxpayers with 
sim ilar incom es should pay sim ­ 
ilar taxes. T his is far from true 
today. Individuals or com panies with 
equal incom es pay widely differing 
taxes, depending in part on how they 
earn and spend their money. 
The big trouble is that we have 
several incom e tax system s. T his 
is shown by the wide variation in 
the taxes paid by the following p er­ 
sons, 
each 
with 
an 
incom e 
of 
$100,000 a year: 
A single man who earns all his 
incom e in salary pays $65,928. 
A single m a n whose incom e com es 
from 
oil 
royalties pays $42,829. 
A m arried man who earns all his 
incom e in salary pays $52,056. 
A single or m arried man whose 
incom e is 
in 
capital gains pays 
$25,000. 
And a 
single or m arried man 


whose incom e is all in interest on 
state or local bonds pays no taxes 
at all. 
T hese are by no m eans all the 
inequities in the incom e tax law s, 
which also discrim inate among many 
groups of taxpayers. H ere are a few 
sam ples. 
Individuals whose incom es are in 
wages or salaries pay higher taxes 
than those who deal in securities or 
investm ents. 
Older people pay le ss taxes than 
m ost younger taxpayers. 
R enters pay m ore taxes than home 
owners. 
Unionized workers get tax advan­ 
tages over the unorganized and se lf­ 
employed. 
Inventors are taxed le ss than w rit­ 
ers, artists and m usicians. 
Tax inequalities hit businesses as 
well as individuals. For example: 
Big com panies often pay relative­ 
ly le ss taxes than sm aller ones. 
C ooperatives pay le ss taxes than 
other businesses with which they 
com pete. 
Oil and insurance firm s get big 
tax windfalls. 
2. HIGH TAX RATES MEAN L IT ­ 
TLE: 
The incom e tax is based on an­ 
other principle - - ability to pay. 
Thus the Revenue Code provides 


i graduated 
tax 
rates 
which 
rise 
steeply from 
20 to 
91 
percent 
C ongress voted the high top rates 
in 
a 
soak-the-rich 
mood during 
World War II. N ever daring either to 
repeal 
or 
enforce them, 
it has 
sim ply undermined them. 
It has loaded the tax laws with 
“ escape c la u ses” which enable p er­ 
sons with high incom es to avoid the 
high rates. And wealthy taxpayers 
have shifted much of their incom e 
to 
form s 
taxed at lower 
rates. 
So the high surtax rates sim ply 
do not mean what many people be­ 
lieve or pretend they do. The 91 
percent 
rate applies only to net 
I incom e o v e r $200,000 ($400,000 for 
couples). Actual rates for all in­ 
com e are much le ss because of the 
lower rates which apply below the 
top brackets and exem ptions, de­ 
ductions and loopholes. 
Recent studies of the 1954 tax 
returns — the latest available — 
reveal som e startling facts. 
The actual average tax rate paid 
by all taxpayers with net incom es 
of over $100,000 and over in 1954 
was only 48 percent. 
And, if capital gains and other 
incom e excluded from net incom e 
had been counted, the average rate 
for those in the $100,000 and up 
brackets would drop to only 37.5 
percent. 
Yet the rate specified in the tax 
tables for $100,000 of net incom e is 
67.3 percent. 
3. THE TAX LAWS ARE HOPE­ 
LESSLY COMPLEX: 
Tax differentials cause m ost of 
j the com plications in the Code. Each 
gim m ick adds a line or m ore to the 
tax return form s. 
H ere’s just one sam ple. The r e ­ 
tirem ent incom e credit adopted in 
1954 saves elderly taxpayers $140 
m illion a year. But it added half a 
page to the tax form s and nearly a 
page to the instructions. It is so 
com plicated only a retired person

A broken leg isn’t much fun for 
anybody but when it happens to a 
young high school girl it can be a 
catastrophe. Cut off from school 
activities 
and 
associations 
with 
friends, absence from classes, and 
possible loss of a school year, are 
problems faced by the invalid or 
shut-in. 
Down in Tidioute, the problem has 
been s o l v e d to a great degree through 
the joint efforts of the Bell Telephone 
Company and the school board. A 
school-to-home telephone service 
has been installed which enables 
Barbara McGraw to participate in 
classroom discussions, hear the 
voices of her teachers and c la ss­ 
mates, and once again feel a part of 
normal school life though confined to 
her home with a broken leg. On these 
blustery, wintry days Barb perhaps 
even has the advantage as she sits in 
her cozy room. An honor r o l l 
student in the sophomore class, Barb 
has been home-bound since an auto 
accident last October. 
School-to-home telephone service 
provides 
two-way communication 
between the classroom and home 
or hospital, enabling the sick or 
handicapped student to participate 
in the work of his class.

The system is not devised 
to replace the home instructor but 
to supplement her work and make 
fewer visits necessary to the con­ 
fined student. It increases the ef­ 
fectiveness of the educational pro­ 
gram for the handicapped and costs 
less than teacher-salary for home­ 
bound instruction. 
The mental therapeutic value of 
this bedside classroom system is 
rated high: the student’s mind is 
stimulated by classroom partici­ 
pation; his attention is focused on 
other things besides his cortdition; 
his incentive for recovery is in­ 
creased. 
The home-to-school 
s e r v i c e 
makes it possible for a school sy s­ 
tem to live up to its goal of pro­ 
viding the best educational services 
available, even to the handicapped 
and shut-in student.

about to go up again. Blue Cross is 
asking for a 21.4 per cent rate in­ 
crease on its 21-90 agreements. It 
would affect about one million, two 
hundred thousand members in west­ 
ern Pennsylvania. 
The Association lost over three 
million dollars on these agreements 
between 1953 through 1957, and the 
osses last year were about one and 
a third million dollars, the largest 
ever experienced by the Association 
in one year. The average monthly 
subscription rate is $4.38, while the 
cost of claims and administrative 
expense have amounted to $4.60, 
leaving a net loss of 29 cents per 
agreement. 
The four components making up 
subscriber rates, hospital cost, sub­ 
scriber usage, administrative ex­ 
pense, and contingency reserve, are 
the ones that are accountable for the 
necessary increase. 
Applying it to the average man or 
family, hospital use is becoming far 
more popular than 
ever before, 
thanks to the insurance system. But 
because of this increased usage, and 
because of other increased costs, it 
also 
is 
becoming 
necessary to 
charge more in order to provide the 
service. 
It is a great saving to have hos­ 
pitalization insurance and certainly 
costs you far less than if you had 
none. But it still does not come 
cheap to be sick. 


A TAX STUDY FAILED . . to kill 
the wage tax proposal for Bradford 
The opposition to a wage tax very 
often is alleged to be an effort to 
save the little fellow from heavy 
taxation. But a study of the tax sit­ 
uation 
in 
Bradford revealed that 
those who would benefit the most 
would be the low wage earners. 
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After the wage tax had been pass­ 
ed in Bradford an alternative tax 
plan was proposed and council gave 
it consideration. A study was made 
to see how the two would compare 
in various cases. 
Those who are on pensions and 
are living off social security are 
one of our major problems these 
days. In the Bradford case thes* 
people today are paying about $ 
a year in taxes. Under the wa i 
tax set-up they will pay only $6<-, 
because the wage tax will replan 
the unfair per capita tax which would 
be 
removed from their back. Of 
course they are not enjoying an 
earned income, 
therefore escape 
the wage tax. The real estate tax 
would continue. 
The alternative plan would have 
doubled per capita tax and increase 
the real estate tax. This would have 
cost pensioners almost double the 
present tax. Going up the various 
wage-earning levels we 
find the 
$3,600 average income paying $24 
more under the wage tax but $30 
more under the increased per cap­ 
ita and real estate taxes. 
In the $5,000 income group the 
wage tax plan would increase the 
Bradford taxpayer $38 a year, and 
the alternate plan would increase' 


his taxes $30. 
In the $ 10,000 income group we 
find the wage tax increasing the 
annual payments $88 while the a l­ 
ternate plan of increased real e 
tate and per capita would increase 


it only $36. 
In 
going on up to the $20,000 
level we learn that the wage tax 
would increase these people $188 
a year while the increase in real 
estate and per c a p i t a would increase 


it only $42. 
Now you should know who opposes 


a wage tax.
